TRUMAN SPEAKS 
AT CENTENARY OF 
WASHINGTON SHAFT 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP) 
President Truman declared today 
the ambition of this country is 
only to see peace with justice in 
the world and to see 
Nations work for that purpose. 

He addressed several 
persons informally on the grounds 
of the Washington Monument in 
commemorating the one hun- 
Gredth anniversary of the laying 
of the cornerstone to the 555-foot 
memorial to the first President. 

He was introduced by Secretary 
of State’ Marshall. He held the 
gavel which George Washington 
used presiding at the laying 
of the cornerstone of the capitol.

Thousands of spec- 
tators lined Washington streets 
for the parade which preceded 
the ceremony, but balked at pay- 
ing $1 for admission to the re- 
viewing area to sit under 
ing sun.

However, money for the me- 
morial to the first President ran 
out less than 10 years after the 
project got underway, when it was 
only 153 feet high, It wasn’t until 
1876 that work was resumed. The 
monument was finished in 1884 
and dedicated the following year.

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Sumner Gerard s Statement 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispetcr : 

Your Mirror of Public Opinion reprint. 
“Is This Medica! Ethics”” from the In- 
ternational Teamster, has come to our 
attention. 

The National Committee to Uphoid 
Constitutional Government went out of 
existence early in 1941. Neither it, nor 
the Committee for Constitutional Gov- 
-ernment, which was incorporated on 
March 5, 1941, nor Frank E. Gannett, 
ever had any connection with the Na- 
tional Physicians Committee, for the ex- 
tension of medica! service 

We have never paid $1, nor distributed 
literature, nor have we otherwise co- 
operated with the National Physicians 
Committee. The Committee, after ex 
haustive investigation of the effects of 
socialized medicine, believes the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dinge!! Bill, still further 
burdening a debt-overloaded Federa! 
government, will, in the long run, en- 
danger our political and economic struc 
ture. But that stand was. taken by the 
committee long before the Nationa! Phy 
sicians Committee was organized and is 
in no way the result of co-operation be- 
tween the two organizations 

Furthermore, the article is false in 
attributing to Mr. Gannett sponsorship 
for the Committee for Constitutional 
Government, Inc. This committee is gov- 
erned by a Board of Trustees, indicated 
on this letterhead by asterisks. Mr. Gan- 
nett is one of the trustees. He is not 
an officer, and except for participation 
in board meetings has no control over 
the committee’s policies nor is he in any 
especial way sponsor of its activities. 

In so far as it mentions this commit- 
tee and Mr. Gannett, the article from the 
International Teamster, with its smear- 
ing charges, is wholly unfounded and 
false. We ask in fairness a retraction 
and correction of the statement or the 
publication of this letter in an equally 
prominent position.

l have inst read with consideraole 
amazement the editorial in your edition 
of June 21. in which you take tis to

To the contrary. as our record before 
the Federal Communications Commis 
gion so eloquently establishes, it is tre 
union which has been prodding the cor 
pany for quite some years to abandon 
its horse-and-buggy attitude toward iong 
distance communications and to bring 
gelf in conformity with modern times 

If you had read the complaint, or had 
made even a partial effort to learn the 
facts in the dispute, you would nave 
quickly discovered that what we were 
and are protesting is not the mechanizna- 
tion program but the arbitrary and out- 
rageous violations of the contract under 
which the company seeks to make cer 
tain changes from one department ‘to 
another. which will have the effect of 
destroying seniority and other rigits 
guaranteed by the present collective 
bargaining agreement between Westcera 
Union and the AFL. 

Do you know, for example, that it :s 
the union which has protested to the 
Federal Communications Commission 
against the company’s proposal! to close 
two of the largest branch offices in your 
own city of St. Louis, to wit “TG” snd 
“SL” branch offices located at 700 Chea 
nut street and 310 North Fourth street” 

Would it interest you to Know (that 
the gross revenue from the “SL office 
approximates some $32,000 a year wiih 
expenses of $10,000 plus, and that sim- 
jlar gross revenues in the “TG” office 
are $32,000 a year with expenses of $1' 
000 plus” 

We believe that the city of St. Louis 
is entitled to decent, adequate ‘cle- 
graphic service. Will the Editor of ‘he 
Post-Dispatch have the courage to admit 
that he was mistaken in the editoria! of 
June 21 and support the union in its »° 
fort to obtain adequate telegraph service 
for St. Louis? 

In years gone by the Post-Dispatch 
had a reputation for fairness in its trea:- 
ment of facts and the news. We note 
with some interest the Post-Dispatch 
Platform appearing as a box in the first 
column of the editorial page, and con- 
sisting of a statement from Joseph Pu- 
litzer. We wonder what the late, great 
Pulitzer’s reaction would be to such 
hasty and inaccurate editorial comment. 

Since you have seen fit to express pub 
lic indignation because of your mis- 
taken ideas as to the position the union 
has taken in this matter, we wonder if 
you will express the same indignation a!

“The Federation said it is bargaining 
agent for more than 40,000 Western 
Union workers and contended the pro- 
jected mechanization plan has resulted 
in elimination of many employes, and 
will result in many transfers of workers 
to points distant from their homes.”—

The Record Is In 


The record in the telephone rate hearings is 
in. The hearings required 30 days, spread over 
six and a half months, and the transcript runs to 
4300 pages. 

If the record is voluminous and the facts com- 
plex, the issues themselves are simple. First, 
what is the company’s investment? Second, 
what is a proper return on the investment? 
Third, what rates must be approved to permit 
that return to be earned” 

On the investment, one salient fact stands out. 
The huge depreciation reserve, which has been 
accumulated out of rates paid in excess of those 
required for a fair return, should be deducted 
from the investment entirely. 

Some of the other subsidiaries of the Ameri- 
ean Telephone & Telegraph Co. take the depreci- 
ation reserve out of the rate base, and it should 
be taken out in Missouri. 

In effect, only about half of it is deducted in 
Missouri. Its entire removal would save tele- 
phone subscribers nearly a million and a half 
dollars a year.

As to the proper profit, Southwestern Bell 
savs it needs $3,250,000 a year more in Missouri. 
This figure is based, however, on what the hear- 
ings shown to be definitely inflated ex- 
penses. Homer Thorp, the P.S.C.’s chief ac- 
countant, estimates this inflation of the expense 
account at $5,850,000. Mr. Thorp, who is a con- 
scientious workman, could be wrong by $2.600.-

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Whv More Veterans’ Hospitals? 

Ninety new veterans’ hospitals are planned. 
and Veterans Administrator Car! H. Gray Jr. is 
going around the country pleading for thousands 
of voung doctors to staff the VA's medical serv- 
ice. Even with the new hospitals. he says. there 
will not be enough beds to meet the demand 
yet Mr. Gray said in St. Louis that 66,000 pa- 
tients, or more than half of the present 117,000 
patients in veterans’ hospitals, are there for dis- 
abilities contracted in civilian life. He also said 
that there is no waiting list among those who 
need hospitalization for conditions arising in 
their military service.

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Mr. Ploeser Stirs Up a Storm 

Some of the loudest leaders of the G.O.P. are 
calling down imprecations on Representative 
Walter Ploeser, loyal party member that he is. 
It is all about the amendment which he, as chair- 
man of the House Small Business committee, 
quietly added to the draft bill, and which was 
accepted in the last-minute congressional rush 
without a full realization of its implications. 

To give small firms an equal chance with big 
ones, the amendment authorizes the President to 
force any ‘plant, mine or other facility” to give 
top priority to defense. orders, large and small. 
It also empowers him to cut prices to what he 
believes to be “fair and just compensation.” The 
penalties are possible seizures of a non-comply- 
ing firm, plus a fine of as much as $50,000 and 
three years in prison. 

Senator Wherry, chairman of the Senate's 
Small Business committee, is particularly dis- 
traught. A foe of federal controls of every sort. 
he now sees the possibility of ‘‘saddling the stee! 
industry with an involved War Production Board 
set-up.” In this, he is echoing the cry of George 
A. Renard, executive secretary of the National 
Association of Purchasing Agents, that the 
Ploeser amendment has opened ‘a Pandora's box 
of controls.” 

The danger, however, is considerably exagger- 
ated. In the first place, President Truman savs 
that he has no intention of using the powers so 
surprisingly conferred on him. In the second 
piace, it is most unlikely that defense orders wil! 
require more than 2 or 3 per cent of the national 
steel output in the next fiscal year. 

Even so, the amendment is essentially sound. 
Small business should have its share in a defense 
hoom.

Will—Bequest May Not 
Exceed $50, 000. 


The estate of Park G. Hammar, 
retired paint manufacturer. was 
left to Joseph W. White. vice pres- 
ident of Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co.. under a will 
probated at Los Angeles yesterday. 
It has been estimated that net 
value of the bequest, after taxes. 
may not exceed $50,000, White told 
the Post-Dispatch. : 

White, who said Hammar had 
known him since -he was a boy, 
was notified of the inheritance by 
the California executor. The nomi- 
nal statement was made in the 
Santa Monica division of Los An- 
geles Supreme Court that the es- 
tate “exceeded $10,000.’ 

Hammar, who died May 27 at 
the age of 84, had made the initial 
beneficiary of his estate his broth- 
er, Frank V. Hammar. but the 
latter died Jan. 7, 1944. The estate 
was to have been placed in trust 
for the brother's benefit. and con- 
verted into income-paying obliga- 
tions of the United States Govern- 
ment on the death of the brother 

Park Hammar directed in his 
will that the trustee was to turn 
the estate over to White in 19 
equal annua! installments, follow- 
ing death of Frank Hammar. 
White, described by Park Hammar 
in the will as “my good friend of 
many years,” also is to receive the 
net income of the trust the 
meantime.

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TRUMAN SIGNS 
BILL FOR 2-YEAR 
ATOMIC TERMS 


Criticizes Measure as ‘Not 
in Best Public Interest’ 


— Says It Causes Un- | 


certainty. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)—A 
bill giving the present Atomic En- 
ergy Commission two more years 
in office was signed into law re- 
luctantly today by President Tru- 
man. 

Truman criticized the measure 
as “not in the best public interest 
since it invests the atomic energy 
program with an aura of uncer- 
tainty and of partisan politics.” 

The President had asked the 


Senate to approve Chairman David 
E. Lilienthal and the four other 
commissions for regular full-term 
appointments. This would have 
given Lilienthal five more years as 
chairman and the other four com- 
missioners terms ranging from 
one to four years each. 


Given Little Choice. 

The Republican-controlled Sen- 
ate gave Truman little choice in 
approving the bill to keep the com- 
mission only until June 30, 1950. 

The President said that, if he 
had not signed the bill, the terms 
of commissioners would have ex- 
pired Aug. 1. 

“I could then have made only 
temporary appointments,” he said, 

“which would detract greatly from 
the continuity and effectiveness of 
the national atomic energy pro- 
gram at this critical time.” 

In effect, the law now rives the 
next President the right to make 
the full-term appointments — and 
the Republicans hope they will! be 
successful in electing their presi- 
dential candidate this fall. 

The other commissioners are 
Sumner T. Pike, Lewis L. Strauss, 
William W. Waymack and Robert 
F. Bacher. 

Truman signed also a bill in- 

creasing the pay of 1,330,000 Fed- 
eral workers throughout the 
country. 
_ The measure gives 480,000 pos- 
tal employes a §$450-a-year pay 
Tise, and 850,000 classified civil 
service workers a $330-a-year in- 
crease. The rises are effective as 
of July 1. 

The new law will also boost cer- 
tain postal rates, effective next 
Jan. 1, to help pay the cost of the 
pay rises, 

Airmail rates will be increased 
1 cent an ounce. Third class and 
bulk mail rates also will be 
boosted. 


lets Blind-Aid Bill Die. 


Because, he said, it was unfair 
to the unemployed blind, Truman 
let die without his signature a bill 
aimed at helping sightless persons 
who can work part-time. 

In making the announcement 
Jate yesterday, Truman criticized 
Congress for its “hasty, last-min- 
ute passage” of the measure. It 
would have let states disregard 
earnings of up to $40 a month 
when making payments to blind 
persons. 

Truman said he was letting the 
bill die because states with lim- 
ited funds could boost benefits to | 
one group only at the expense of | 
the other. 

“It would actually lead to reduc- 
tions in the assistance payments 
of thousands of blind persons who 
are most in need of assistance and 
whose payments are even now far 
below that necessary to sustain 
them at a decent standard of liv- 
ing.” Truman said. 

Blind Group Assails Action. 

The California Council for the 
Blind, however, termed the Pres- 
ident’s argument “shallow and ab- 
surd.” 

Dr. Newel Perry, blind president 
of the organization, said in a state- 
ment here that present law penal- 
izes the blind “by having their 
amount of public assistance re- 


duced by the exact amount of each 
dollar they earn.” 

That, he said, “operates precise- 
ly as a 100 per cent income tax on 
the poorest of our citizens.” 

Pension Bill Signed. 


Truman signed into law a bill 
increasing pensions to service per- 
sonnel disabled in line of duty. 

At present, a veteran totally dis- 
abled in wartime receives $138 a 
month if he has a wife but no 
other dependents. The law in- 
creases this amount by $21. 

Other increases for total war- 
time disability are: Man with a 
wife and one child, $35; wife and 
two children, $45.50; wife and 
three or more children, $56; no 
wife but one child, $14; no wife 
but two children, $24.50; no wife 
but three or more children, $35; 
a parent or parents, each

a wife but no children, $16.80; wife

War Plants Bill Signed. 


Legislation to put 24 war 
plants into a reserve defense pool 
was signed also. The plants, which 
cost three billion dollars, produced 
aircraft, explosives, non-ferrous 
metals, machine tools, iron, maé- 
nesium and other war products. 

The War Assets Administration 
now holds 133 of them. Fifty-three 
are under lease, 37 are still in 
Government production and 31 
have been sold under security pro 
visions that permit the Govern- 

ment to recover them in an emer 
gency. 

Truman signed also a bill per- 
mitting federal law enforcement 
agents in hazardous jobs to retire 
at the age of 350 after 20 years’ 
service. 

With the exception of Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents, 
who already have a similar retire- 
ment plan, the new law covers 
federal employes engaged in the 
“investigation, apprehension and 
detention” of persons charged with 
or convicted of federal crimes. 

Truman signed also legislation 
authorizing a three-member com- 
mission to be created to hear 
claims of more than 100 Midwest 
trucking firms arising from Gov- 
ernment operation of the com- 
panies during the war. The firms 
were seized in a strike. 

Truman signed another bill al- 
lowing brewers a refund credit for 
taxes paid on beer lost during bot- 


tling. 


ITALIAN ASSEMBLY 
GIVES DE GASPERI 
CONFIDENCE VOTE 


Senate Ratifies ERP 
Agreement After Join- 
ing Deputies in Support 


of Premier.

ROME, July 3 (UP)—Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s five-year pro- 
gram to rebuild Italy with Amer- 
ican aid had the overwhelming 
indorsement of Parliament today. 

The senate last night gave De 
Gasperi a 184 to 67 vote of confi- 
dence. Sixteen days earlier the 
Chamber of Deputies had taken 
similar action, 346 to 167. Shortly 
after the Senate voted last night, 
the chamber approved the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program agree- 
ment, 264 to 76. 

The voting came at the end of 
a day on which the Communists 
called out 3,000,000 Italian workers 
in a nationwide demonstration 
against the government. The token 
strike of industrial employes was 
for half a day. 

Generally the strike showed lit- 
tle effect on normal activity. 
Transport in the larger cities was 
hampered but not stopped. Some 
stores closed an hour or two 
earlier than usual because the 
employes refused to be caught 
without transportation. 

Unemployed farm workers tried 
to lynch a wealthy landowner in 
one of only two acts of violence 
reported in the strike. The auto- 
mobile of the landowner, Baron 
Treves, was stopped at Verona. 
The threatening crowd demanded 
that he sign a check for the bene- 
fit of the unemployed. Police came 
to his aid and he escaped, but his 
automobile was wrecked and 
thrown into a river. 

Police dispersed the demonstra- 
tors with tear gas and riot sticks. 
Several officers and demonstra- 
tors were injured. Twenty-six 
persons were arrested. 

Near Brindisi on the southerr. 
Adriatic coast more than 100 farm 
workers destroyed headquarters of 
a non-union farm workers labor 
group. More than 30 were arrest- 
ed. 

Yesterday's strike will be fol- 
lowed by a similar nationwide 
stoppage July 6, when chemical in- 
dustry workers will lead the agi- 
tation. Workers in the electric 
— industry will go out July 

7, but public services will continue. 
The next day steel workers will 
strike, and the series will end July 
9 with a walkout of glass, Cera- 
mics and hemp workers. 

Labor leaders said the strikes 
were called to halt economy fir- 
ings, plant shutdowns, and to win 
general wage increases. But the 
Communist leadership of the 
unions had made plain its inten- 
tion to fight the Marshall Plan 
and the De Gasperi government. 
Some officials believed the cur- 
rent strikes were feelers and if 
successful might tempt the Com- 
munists to try to tie up the 
country as they almost succeeded 
in doing at the end of last year. 


GUILD URGES LOCAL TO FIGHT 


DISMISSAL .OF COMMUNIST 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 3 (AP) 
—The CIO American Newspaper 
Guild was under instruction today 
to go to bat for a member dis- 
charged as an admitted Commu- 
nist. 

A resolution approved by the 
Guild convention declared it did 
not believe such political belief, in 
the absence of a showing of overt 
misfeasance, “constitutes just and 
sufficient grounds for discharge” 
of a newspaper man. 

Delegates, at closing sessions 
yesterday, acted in the case of 
Thomas G. Buchanan. The 29- 
vear-old medical reporter was 
ired from the Washington Star 
March 24 after he admitted Com- 
munist party membership. The 
Guild’s Washington local previous- 
ly voted not to protest against his 
dismissal. 

Several speakers declared the 
resolution in no way meant the 
ANG supported Communists or 
Communism. They argued that if 
such cases went without challenge 
they might lead to firing of re- 
porters holding political views op- 
posite those of their employers

Roast Beef Tenderloin

bacon. Salt and pepper to taste, 
by rubbing it into the meat. Chop 
one carrot, and one slice of bacon. 
Add one bay leaf, two whole 
cloves, a pinch of all spice, and 
put into pan with the meat. Cover 
and bake in 450 degree Fahren- 
heit oven for 30 to 35 minutes, 
basting often. 

Serve with this mushroom sauce. 
After taking the meat from the 
pan, make a brown gravy with 
the juice, add one-fourth can of 
mushrooms and one tablespoon 
lemon juice to the gravy,

HERE is more than one good 
T reason for serving a molded 

fruit salad these hot days. 
They are beautiful, eool and re- 
freshing. Getting them made 
ahead of time in the eoo! of the 
morning and letting them congeal 
and chill until “lmost serving 
time is an advantage. They can 
even be unmolded onto the serv- 
ing plate or plates if there is 
room for them to stand in the 
refrigerator until mealtime. 

In hot weather the gelatin me'ts 
much more quickly than in ¢oo! 
weather so less liquid has to be 
added to the gelatin so it will 
remain firm te the last bite. To 
remove the gelatin from the mold 
so the form is unmarred and the 
fruit is beautifully suspended in 
the transparent mass is final 
achievement. The first step to- 
ward this goal is pouring a thin 
layer of gelatin into the mold to 
congeal before putting in the 
fruit. Fruit should net lie against 
surface of mold. If it does, it 
mars the surface of the salad 
when it is unmolded. For the 
easiest unmolding, the amateur 
will find it best not to fill the 
mold completely full. 

The mold can then be lowered 
into the warm water deep enough 
for the topmost layer of gelatin 
in the mold to loosen it all the 
way up without any danger of 
the water running into the mold. 
A thin Knife can be run around 
the top edge to loosen the gel- 
atin but this is liable to mar it. 
This dipping of the mold into 
warm water must be done rapidly 
s0 as not to melt the gelatin too 
deeply. Once the gelatin is 
loosened, it must be turned onto 
the plate immediately because the 
coldness from the inside of the 
gelatin will soon congeal the thin 
layer of melted gelatin on the 
outside. The plate to receive the 
gelatin should be perfectly flat, 
otherwise the mold will be dis- 
torted, and may crack. Large 
molds should not be turned onto 
lettuce unless the lettuce lies per- 
fectly flat. It is better to turn 
it directly onto the cold plate and 
then quickly arrange the green 
garnish around the mold, It is 
easy to turn small molds directly 
onto lettuce leaves. 

Molded Grapefruit Avocado Salad 

No. 2 can grapefruit sections, 
one package lime flavored gelatin, 
pinch salt, one medium avocado, 
well ripened, five maraschino 
cherries, lettuce. 

Drain juice from grapefruit. 
There should be about one cup. 
Heat to the simmering point. Re- 
move from heat, add gelatin and 
stir until gelatin dissolves. Add 
salt. Pour a thin layer of gelatin 
into molds and place in refrig- 
erator to congeal, Add grapefruit 
sections to rest of gelatin. Cut 
avocado in half, strip off skin, 
cut into half inch crosswise slices 
and arrange in mold, Put a cherry 
in center. Pour grapefruit sections 
in gelatin to fill up mold, Place 
in refrigerator to congeal, Serve 
with Honey Cream Mayonnaise. 
Makes one three cup mold or five 
to six individual molds.

The amusing part 
was that although South ended up 
at only three hearts, he made five- 
odd. West opened a club. The 
outstanding trumps were crawn in 
two leads, and South then led the 
diamond king. West not only 
ducked this lead but also played 
low on the diamond 10. The queen 
was put up from dummy and of 
course, held. Thus, this North- 
south pair earned 200 points—150 
trick score and 50 points for ful- 
filling the less-than-game contract. 

At the other table, South opened 
the bidding with two hearts and, 
against very little adverse bidding, 
reached a four-heart contract 
Here, however, the defenders were 
not caught napping! West opened 
the spade king; East oveitook and 
returned the spade four. West 
won and led a third round, which 
East ruffed with the jack of 
hearts This, of course, estab- 
lished West's heart queen, and the 
contract was therefore defeated 
19 points!
